Fiscal Analysis

ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Asof April 2000 there were 828 individuas registered with the Military Affairs, Montana Veterans
Affars Divison as 100% service connected disabled veterans residing in Montana

2. Incadendar 2000 there were 1,188 motor vehicles registered with disabled veteran (DV) plates; atotal of
1,000 in calendar 1998; and atotal of 912 in calendar 1997.
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3. For each vehicle registered under the provisons of thishill, the state genera fund would be decreased by
the regigtration fee and 95% of the GVW fees, Department of Agriculture revenues would decrease by
97% of the weed fee; the Montana Highway Patrol retirement account would decrease by $0.25 per
vehicle; and Fish, Wildlife, and Parks revenues would decrease by $3.50 per motor home. Theflat fees,
the license fees, 5% of the GVW fees, and 3% of the weed fees would decrease the county generd fund.

4. Department of Justice programming costs are estimated at $3,300 (44 hours x @ $75/hour = $3,300 FY
2002 only) The programming will: 1) redesign the motor vehicle sysem that dlow DV platesto have
expiration dates and tabs that correspond to the type of vehicle; 2) to add a new type of exemption for
disabled veteran license plates, and; 3) add the DV persondized plate combination to the motor vehicle
system. It will be necessary to contract for programming with an outside vendor since DOJ programming
daff are committed to completing the current backlog of more than 15,000 hours of programming to
comply with existing mandates. Computer costs to complete the programming are estimated at $908 in
FY 2002 only (5.5 days @ $165/day = $907.50).
